Seldom, it is jointed out. is re­ 
cognition bestowed within the life­ 
time of the person so honorer) 
Speaker* will include President 
Edmund K. l»ay of Cornell Uni­ 
versity; Dr Carl E. Ladd, dean of 
the New York state colleges of 
agriculture and home economic*. 
Dr. Li lierty Hyde Bailey, former 
dean of the agricultural college; 
representatives of leading poultry 
interests; and Profe*sor Rice him­ 
self. 
Professor Rice 
wa.* 
called 
to 
Cornell University as the first pro­ 
fessor of 
poultry 
husbandry 
in 
1903. There he developed poultry j 
science and practice, which receiv­ 
ed little or no attention at that I 
time and helped to place it in a : 
respected position in the field of 
learning During his thirty years 
of work at Cornell as head of the 
poultry department he molded the 
thought and activity of many en­ 
gaged in the industry. Today, h<’ is 
looked upon not only as the father 
hut the grandfather of the poultry: 
inspectors 
and

this country. Early in his work he 
showed a deep interest in the act­ 
ivities of boys and girls, and has 
been an inspiration to many.

Volcanoes of Iceland 
W ill Aid W ine Making 
Fine wines produced by aid of 
volcanoes in Iceland are toe newest 
proposal rf prcmotera in Reykja­ 
vik, the island's capital. 
Iceland is much too fa r north and 
too cold in winter for grapevines to 
grow wild er to be produced in any 
ordinary way, which perhaps is why 
the Icelandic Norsem en who first 
discovered the coast of North Amer­ 
ica and were so im pressed by th# 
vines they found there th it they 
called it Vineland. 
| 
In the past any cham pagne or oth­ 
er wines that Icelanders enjoyed 
they had to import from warmer 
clim es, but now this prom ises to be 
changed. 
During the Iceland win­ 
ter only the hardiest of plants can 
live outside of heated greenhouses, 
I and, in a country w here the only fu­ 
els are wood or im ported coal, fuel 
heated greenhouses would be im­ 
possibly expensive. 
Iceland, however, 
is plentifully 
provided with mildly active volca­ 
noes, set round with num erous gey- 
! s e n and hot springs. 
W hat now is 
proposed is to make these the basis 
of a grape-growing, wine-making in­ 
dustry which it is hoped may pro­ 
duce some of the finest rn ines in the 
world. 
Steam and hot w ater from the 
boiling springs, together with hot 
gases from the gentler of the volcan­ 
ic vents, are to be trapped in vast 
concrete chambers and distributed 
through insulated pipes to fertile 
volcanic soils believed to be ideal 
for vine raising, like som e of the 
fam ous vineyard soils of Italy and 
France. 
Volcanic champagne from Iceland 
is expected to be novelty enough to 
comm and a substantial market in 
other countries also.

COUNTR Y-STY [.K A P A RTMENTS 
From tho country’s biggest city comes the 
w ord that the “country apartment mode of 
liv in g ” is increasingly popular. This, it de­ 
velops, is a combination of the convenience 
o f tho apartment house with the fresh air 
and outdoor possibilities of the suburbs, if 
not of the open country. 
Tw o large residential buildings of this type 
a re now under construction only 15 minutes 
b y subway from 'limes Square.

Even when the serum manufactured 
from poison ivy has been injected, there has been 
great skin irritation at and around the point where 
the serum was injected. While the iniection of this 
serum during an attack of poison ivy docs help sonic 
case*, in others it actually increases the symptoms 
The lesson from Hie atxive is that while injec- 
i tions for poison ivy appear to be effective in many 
cases, the proj>er doses in individual cases is at 
present hard lo determine
